Schmitt  immediately  began  the  intricate 
maneuvers  to  catch  and  link  up  with 
Ronald  E.  Evans  in  command  ship 
America,  70  miles  above  the  moon. 

Cernan  and  Schmitt  departed  with  the 
expectation  that  man  one  day  will  return 
to  the  moon.  And  they  left  behind  on  the 
valley  at  Taurus-Littrow  a plaque 
expressing  their  hope  for  peace  on  earth.

A program  designed  to  bring  persons  together  who  want  to  share  knowledge  with 
persons  who  want  to  acquire  it  will  be  available  at  BYU  next  semester,  announced 
ASBYU  officials  yesterday. 

The  program,  the  ASBYU  Learning  Exchange,  will  be  offered  free  of  charge  to 
students  and  teachers.  Students  will  be  able  to  fill  out  applications  stating  the  area  or 
subject  they  are  interested  in  or  want  to  teach  and  turn  them  into  the  learning 
exchange  on  the  fourth  floor,  ELWC. 

The  exchange  will  then  match  individuals  or  groups  up  according  to  subjects.  The 
interested  students  will  be  completely  in  charge  once  they  have  been  matched. 

“We  would  like  to  help  students  have  information  and  learning  experiences  available 
to  them  in  areas  not  covered  in  the  general  curriculum-like  the  student  who  wants  to 
know  more  about  chess,”  said  George  Larsgard,  chairman  of  the  new  program. 

THROUGH  THIS  program,  Bill  Fillmore,  ASBYU  president,  said  the  student 
government  will  be  able  to  get  closer  to  each  student  by  providing  a way  to  satisfy  his 
multifarious  interests.  He  also  said  he  felt  students,  not  presently  members  of  clubs  or 
other  organizations,  will  be  able  to  find  a place  for  their  interests  whether  they  are  in 
an  existing  group  or  in  a new  one  they  will  form. 

The  learning  exchange  will  be  run  as  an  offshoot  program  of  the  ASBYU  president’s 
office.  Fillmore,  who  initiated  the  idea  appointed  George  Larsgard  to  investigate  the 
feasibility  of  the  program.  Larsgard,  working  with  Lew  Cramer,  assistant  to  Fillmore, 
researched  the  program  and  now  runs  it  on  what  he  hopes  to  be  a budget  of  $30  a 
year. 

BYU’S  program  will  be  designed  to  help  mutual  interest  groups  and  individual 
persons  with  singular  interests  get  together.  It  will  seek  to  provide  a means  for  students 
to  pursue  former  interests  which  they  may  have  had  to  put  aside  prior  to  coming  to 
school.

Students  desiring  a .break  from 
the  traditional  pattern  of  student 
teaching  may  find  an  answer  in 
the  Experimental  Secondary 
Project,  commonly  known  as  The 
Provo  Project. 

The  project,  initiated  in  1970, 
operates  on  the  concept  that  the 
potential  teacher  should  develop 
his  own  program  for  teaching  and 
learn  by  doing. 

Traditionally,  students  must 
complete  certain  education 
courses  before  they  can  student 
teach,  but  L.  M.  Arnoldsen,  one 
of  the  BYU  instigators  of  the 
experimental  project,  found  “very 
little  carry  over  from  what  was 
taught  in  the  classroom  and  what 
students  faced  when  teaching.”

of  other’s  methods.” 

She  added, “At  the  very  roots  of 
the  Provo  Project  lies  the 
philosophy  that  characterizes  this 
student-teaching  experience  as 
unique.  The  objective  is  not  to 
teach  a class  for  eight  weeks,  but 
in  the  course  of  an  entire  semester 
the  inspired  amateur  does  the 
most  with  his  own  abilities,  and 
with  these  skills  attempts  to  meet 
the  needs  of  the  school  system.”

Truman’s  condition,  ‘very  serious’ 


KANSAS  CITY  (AP)  - Former 
President  Harry  S.  Truman  was 
described  in  “very  serious” 
condition  yesterday  but  his 
doctors  stopped  short  of  returning 
Truman  to  the  critical  list. 

Dr.  Wallace  Graham  said  there 
was  little  change  in  Truman’s 
condition  since  he  first  examined 
him  early  yesterday,  at  which 
time  the  doctor  said,  “Truman  is 
very  serious  but  vital  signs  remain 
fairly  stable,  therefore  he  is  not 
critical.” 

At  4 p.m.  EST,  the  doctor  said 
Truman  was  “slightly  more  alert 
but  unable  to  talk.”  His  blood 


pressure  was  1 20-50,  pulse  76  and 
temperature  99.2. 

His  kidney  output  was  slightly 
inadequate,  the  doctor  said  in  a 
statement,  and  medication  to 
stimulate  the  kidneys  was 
increased. 

The  88-year-old  former 
president  had  a restless  night  and 
slept  at  short  intervals  in  his 
sixth-floor  room  at  Research 
Hospital  and  Medical  Center, 
where  he  was  admitted  Dec.  5, 
suffering  from-  lung  congestion 
and  related  complications. 

Graham  said  in  a statement 
yesterday  morning  that  Truman 
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did  not  respond  to  verbal  stimuli 
during  the  night  and  that  fluid 
continued  to  collect  in  his  right 
lung. 

A hospital  spokesman  said  he 
could  not  specify  the  lack  of 
response  to  verbal  stimuli 
indicated  a change  in  the  state  of 
Truman’s  consciousness.  Truman 
had  been  reported  as 
semiconscious  Wednesday. 

THE  DOCTOR  reported 
Wednesday  that  although  Truman 
remained  in  a serious  rather  than 
critical  condition,  the  former 
chief  executive  was  growing 
weaker. 

Truman  was  placed  on  the 
critical  list  Dec.  6 when  his  heart 
became  weaker.  He  rallied  by  the 
weekend  and  was  graded  as 
serious  Sunday.  Graham  has  said 
Truman’s  condition  could 
fluctuate  within  the  serious 
category  for  some  time. 

The  Thursday  morning  report, 
however,  continued  to  indicate 
the  nation’s  33rd  president  was 
faltering. 

A hospital  spokesman  said 
Truman  has  been  receiving 
antibiotics,  stimulants,  heart 
muscle  strengthened,  relaxants 
and  continuous  oxygen. 

Bess  Truman,  87,  the  former 
president’s  wife,  and  t-heir 
daughter,  Margaret  Truman 
Daniel,  arrived  at  the  hospital 
shortly  after  1 1 a.m.  and  were 
expected  to  spend  several  hours  at 
Truman’s  bedside.

Escape  attempt 


POINT  OF  THE  MOUNTAIN, 
Utah  (AP)  - A night  escape 
attempt  by  three  inmates  was 
foiled  because  fog  lifted  long 
enough  for  guards  to  spot  one 
prisoner  atop  a fence,  officials 
said  yesterday. 

A guard  in  Tower  No.  2 opened 
fire,  hitting  the  prisoner,  Paul 
Gardunio,  in  the  hand,  officials 
said.  The  two  other  would-be 
escapees,  who  had  already  scaled 
one  of  the  two  fences,  crouched 
between  the  two  fences  during  the 
shooting  and  got  no  further. 

The  escape  attempt  came  late 
Wednesday. 

Gardunio,  although  wounded, 
fell  outside  the  second  fence  and 
ran,  but  was  captured  by  Sgt. 
Caratat  Olsen  and  Lt.  Wilford 
Richards  of  the  prison  staff  before 
he  had  gone  100  yards,  said 
Samuel  Smith,  deputy  warden  for 
medium  and  maximum  security  at 
the  prison. 

The  case  was  investigated  by  the 
Salt  Lake -County  sheriff’s 
department,  which  said  it  would 
confer  with  prison  officials  and 
then  present  the  evidence  to  the 
county  attorney  for  possible 
escape  charges. 

Gardunio,  26,  serving  five  years 


to  life  for  robbery,  was 
hospitalized  at  University  Medical 
Center. 

The  other  two  inmates  were 
identified  as  Thomas  Gurule,  22, 
serving  10  years  for  two  armed 
robberies,  and  Michael  P.  Jones, 
26,  serving  life  for  murdering  an 
Odgen  policeman.  Authorities  said 
it  was  Jones’  third  escape  attempt. 

S mith  said  the  tower  guard 
spotted  Gardunio  on  the  second 
fence  when  the  fog  lifted 
somewhat  but  did  not  at  first 
realize  the  other  two  men  were 
there.  Smith  said  the  guard  acted 
within  regulations  by  opening  fire.

Authorities  said  the  inmates  had 
been  in  a television  area  prior  to 
the  escape  and  sawed  bars  from  a 
window  to  enter  the  prison  yard 
and  approach  the  fences. 

Deputy  Warden  Ted  Gee  said 
heavy  fog  such  as  blanketed  the 
prison  Wednesday  night  is 
sometimes  a factor  in  leading 
convicts  to  attempt  escape.

Youth  part-time  employment  discussed

A program  to  aid  youth  in 
finding  part-time  jobs  will  be 
discussed  by  city  commissioners, 
program  planners  and  a youth 
committee  near  the  end  of  this 
month. 

“It’s  a good  program  and  we’d 
like  to  see  what  we  can  do  to 
work  with  it,”  said  Ray  Murdock, 
city  commissioner. 

Recommendations  have  been 
made  by  Arlyn  Sperry, 
administrative  assistant  to  the 
county  commission,  that  three 
offices  be  set  up  with  a two-man 
staff  for  a six-week  periods 

These  offices  would  serve  as  a 
clearing  house  for  people  needing 
help  on  a short-term  or  one-day 
basis.  Interested  youth  under  the 
age  of  18  could  sign  for 
employment  on  their  free  days 
and  would  be  assigned  work  as 
jobs  arise. 

A “rent-a-kid”  program, 
consisting  of  odd  jobs  for  citizens 
in  the  community,  has  been 
proposed  by  Errol  Burns,  youth 
development  specialist.  Aimed 
primarily  for  the  14  to 
15-year-olds  unable  to  work 
legally  in  business  and  industry, 


the  program  would  depend  on 
“satellite”  employment  offices  in 
the  various  communities, 
according  to  Sperry. 

No  employers  have  yet  been 
contacted  concerning  the  number 
of  jobs  which  could  be  developed. 

An  all-youth  committee,  chosen 
by ' administrators  in  area  schools, 
is  being  organized  to  run  the 
program,  said  Sperry. 


ANOTHER  VISION  is  the 
formation  of  “youth  activity 
centers”  governed  by  youth  and 
advised  by  adults  when  necessary. 

The  City  Commission  is  willing 
to  listen  to  ideas  from  BYU 
students  concerning  development 
of  the  program,  according  to 
Murdock. 

Burns  feels  the  impetus  for  the 
program  should  come  initially 
from  the  county  level. 

“The  kids  should  all  meet 


together,  set  their  guidelines  and 
then  project  their  ideas  on  an 
individual  city  basis,”  he  said. 

Murdock,  however,  sees  things 
more  from  the  city  side  of  the 
coin.  “We’re  anxious  to  do 
something  on  the  city  level  and 
don’t  know  how  far  others  in  the 
county  wish  to  go.” 

Sperry  has  proposed  that,  if  the 
program  is  implemented,  the 
county  be  divided  into  three 
districts. 

The  northern  district  would 
include  American  Fork,  Lindon, 
Lehi,  Pleasant  Grove,  Alpine  and 
Highland;  the  central  district, 
Orem,  Provo  and  Springville;  and 
the  southern  district,  Spanish 
Fork,  Payson,  Santaquin  and 
other  cities  in  the  area. 

Ray  Nelson,  city  manager  of 
American  Fork,  reported  that  his 
city’s  youth  employment 
program,  now  in  effect,  employed 


4 5 youths  last  summer.  The 
reported  cost  was  $235  per  month 
to  man  the  office. 

Proposed  costs  for  the  Provo 
project  for  the  remainder  of  1972 
are  $2,000.72;  those  for  the 
1-8-week '1973  program  would  be 
$4,072.16.

The  results  were  a favorable 
argument  for  the  Bookstore.  BYU 
pays  60  cents  on  the  dollar.  Fifty 
of  the  stores  surveyed  only  pay  50 
cents.  BYU  pays  these  prices  on 
both  hardback  and  paperback 
books. 

BYU  asked  what  the  profit 
margin  for  each  store  was  for  used 
books.  Fifty  responded  by  saying 
they  received  25  per  cent  profit. 
No  other  store  surveyed  had  a 
lower  margin.  BYU  officials 
pointed  out  that  they  only  receive 
a 15  per  cent  margin  from  the 
books.  This  margin,  officials  said, 
pays  for  the  employment  of 
students’  wives  who  man  the 
resale  counters.

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The  Christmas  freeze 


(Fourth  in  a series  of  editorials  on  winter  safety:) 


“It’s  not  the  car,  it’s  the  driver  that  causes  winter  skids  and  traffic 
tie-ups,”  says  the  Safe  Winter  Driving  League. 

A while  ago,  a BYU  student  drove  up  to  a stop  sign  near  Helaman 
Halls  going  only  25  m.p.h.  When  he  pressed  down  the  brake  pedal  the 
car  didn’t  stop,  but  skidded  about  halfway  into  the  intersection. 
Fortunately  no  accident  occurred.  What  the  driver  didn’t  realize  was 
that  cars  don’t  stop  too  well  on  ice. 

Under  normal,  dry  road  conditions,  a car  with  good  brakes  traveling 
at  20  m.p.h.  can  be  stopped  in  about  39  feet.  By  comparison,  the 
braking  distance  at  20  m.p.h.  on  glare  visible  ice  may  easily  be  as  much 
as  150  to  200  feet,  or  more  than  ten  car  lengths. 

Remember  that  these  holidays-for  your  own  good. 


The  pill  population 

A 426-page  “Study  of  Health  Practices  and  Opinions”  released  by  the 
U.S.  Food  and  Drug  Administration  has  found  only  15  per  cent  of 
over-the-counter  drugs  “effective.”  Another  27  per  cent  are  “probably 
effective,”  47  per  cent  are  only  “possibly  effective,  and  1 1 per  cent  are 
totally  “ineffective.” 

How  can  non-prescription  drug  manufacturers  get  away  with  selling 
items  that  do  nothing  for  the  consumer?  Apparently  these 
manufacturers  can  introduce  new  products  containing  ingredients  the 
F.D.A.  cannot  question. 

Not  only  are  over-the-counter  drugs  sometimes  ineffective,  but  they 
can  also  cause  extreme  illness,  possibly  even  death.  Approximately 
300,000  people  are  hospitalized  yearly  from  adverse  affects  of 
non-prescription  drugs.  The  number  of  deaths  caused  is  unknown. 

“For  many  people  it’s  easier  to  buy  a bottle  of  tonic  than  to  go  to  a 
doctor  even  though  in  the  long  run  the  doctor’s  checkup  would  be 
cheaper,”  said  Wallace  F.  Jansen,  currently  directing  an  F.D  A.  study 
on  non-prescription  drugs. 

“A  routine  blood  test  when  it’s  part  of  a physical  costs  less  than  one 
bottle  of  Geritol,  yet  people  will  go  on  buying  that  stuff  for  years  and 
never  find  out  if  they  even  need  it,”  he  added. 

Good  health  does  not  necessarily  mean  limitless  energy,  absence  of 
depression  and  anxiety  or  continual  contentment.  It  merely  means 
everything  is  working  efficiently.  A continual  search  for  super  health 
may  become  expensive  as  well  as  dangerous. 

Perhaps  the  Food  and  Drug  Administration . should  assume  the 
responsibility  of  regulating  over-the-counter  drug  advertising,  as 
suggested  by  Commissioner  Charles  Edwards.  It  currently  controls  only 
prescription  drug  advertising.

Peace  hopes  pinned  to  Paris

WASHINGTON  (AP)  - The 
United  States  apparently  has 
decided  to  pin  its  hopes  for  a 
Vietnam  peace  more  firmly  than 
ever  to  off-and-on  Paris  talks 
between  Henry  A.  Kissinger  and 
Le  Due  Tho. 

President  Nixon’s  press 
secretary  Ronald  L.  Ziegler,  said 
Thursday,  “We  have  a proposal 
now  being  negotaited  on  a 
cease-fire  and  we  support  no  other 


position  on  a cease-fire  and  that  is 
our  position.” 

Earlier,  from  Paris,  it  was 
reported  that  the  United  States 
had  thrown  its  support  behind  a 
Christmas  holiday  cease-fire 
proposition  advanced  by  South 
Vietnamese  President  Nguyen  Van 
Thieu. 

Many  observers  were  ready  to 
suspect  the  recessed  talks  between 
Kissinger,  the  President’s  assistant 


for  national  security  affairs,  and 
Tho  of  North  Vietnam’s 
politburo,  might  have  reached  a 
dead  end -prompting  Washington 
at  least  to  ponder  the  merits  of 
Thieu’s  cease-fire  plan  that 
conceivably  could  be  extended 
indefinitely. 

Ziegler  insisted  that  reports 
from  Paris  had  been  taken  “out  of 
context”  and  that  U.S. 
negotiators  still  are  pressing  for  a 
cease-fire  as  part  of  an  overall 
peace  settlement  that  Kissinger 
and  Tho  have  been  negotiating. 

The  White  House  spokesman 
was  careful,  however  to  emphasize 
that  he  would  not  exclude  the 
possibility  of  a traditional  holiday 
cease-fire  should  the  United  States 
and  North  Vietnman  fail  to  reach 
a broader  agreement  by  that  time. 

Nixon  and  Kissinger  held  a 
formal  meeting  for  two  hours 
yesterday. 

ASKED  IF  Nixon  planned  to 
talk  to  the  American  public  about 
the  current  and  somewhat 
mystifying  state  of  negotiations, 
Ziegler  responded  with  a flat 
“no.” 

However,  he  said  several  times 
that  Kissinger  may  be  available 
“in  the  near  future”  to  discuss 
with  newsmen  “some  aspects  of 
the  negotiations.” 

He  did  not  elaborate  on  the 
latest  round  of  secret  Paris  talks 
which  wound  up  Wednesday  when 
Kissinger  headed  for  Washington 
and  Tho  returned  to  Hanoi. 

The  simple  logistics  of  the 
situation  suggested  that  some  days 
necessarily  would  elapse  before 
the  two  men  could  get  together 
again  in  Paris  or  elsewhere. 

However,  Kissinger  who  made 
headlines  Oct.  26  by  declaring 
“peace  is  at  hand,”  struck  a 
somewhat  optimistic  note  upon 
leaving  Paris,  saying  he  and  Tho 
would  be  in  touch  about 
scheduling  any  further  Paris  talks 
should  they  be  necessary. 

The  White  House  was 
closemouthed  about  the  entire 
situation. 


Infiltrators  blast  ammo; 
bombers  launch  strikes 

SAIGON  (AP)  - A series  of  massive  explosions  at  South 
Vietnan's  largest  ammunition  dump  destroyed  2,000-3,000  tons 
of  shells  and  bombs  yesterday,  military  sources  reported.  The 
blasts  shook  Saigon  for  1 2 hours. 

The  Saigon  command  spokesman,  Lt.  Col.  Le  Trung  Hien,  said 
two  enemy  sappers  who  infiltrated  the  dump  seven  miles  from 
Saigon  were  responsible  for  the  chain  reaction  blasts. 

Military  sources  said  Viet  Cong  agents,  working  at  the  Thanh 
Tuy  Ha  depot  across  the  Saigon  River  from  the  capital,  may  have 
been  responsible. 

The  chain  reaction  explosions  began  at  4:04  a.m.  and 
continued  until  3 p.m.,  as  quantities  of  500-and  250-pound 
bombs,  mortar  and  artillery  shells,  small-arms  ammunition  and 
napalm  went  up  in  smoke  and  billowing  balls  of  fire. 

Four  South  Vietnamese  soldiers  were  injured  by  flying  glass  in 
downtown  Saigon,  where  hundreds  of  windows  were  smashed. 

Hien  declared  the  ammunition  destroyed  “is  a very  small  part 
of  the  ammo  stored  at  the  depot.” 

ONE  SOURCE  said  15,000  tons  of  ammunition  was  in  the 
dump,  which  is  used  as  an  off-loading  point  for  all  munitions 
brought  in  by  ship  to  South  Vietnam’s  military  region  3.  The 
depot’s  capacity  is  believed  to  be  up  to  40,000  tons. 

IN  other  war  activity  U.S.  B52  bombers  launched  over  100 
strikes  throughout  Indochina  Wednesday  and  Thursday. 

The  Stratofortresses  dropped  at  least  2,500  tons  of  bombs  on 
enemy  troop  positions  and  supply  lines  in  the  southern  half  of 
North  Vietnam,  along  the  Ho  Chi  Minh  network  in  eastern  Laos, 
supply  bases  in  eastern  Cambodia  and  in  all  four  military  regions 
of  South  Vietnam. 

U.S.  military  sources  have  reported  that  the  North  Vietnamese 
are  attempting  to  push  fresh  troops,  tanks  and  artillery  southward 
through  the  demilitarized  zone  and  on  the  Ho  Chi  Minh  trail  to 
battlefields  in  South  Vietnam. 

U.S.  Fighter-bombers  flew  more  than  50  tactical  strikes  against 
North  Vietnam  on  Wednesday  but  the  U.S.  Command  reported 
“no  significant  bomb  damage  assessment.” 


New  classes 
at  UTech 

Winter  quarter  registration  at 
Utah  Technical  College  begins 
next  month  with  new  classes 
being  offered  in  the  general 
academic  field. 

According  to  Wilson  W. 
Sorensen,  President  of  Utah 
Technical  College,  the  school  will 
offer  176  new  classes  in  the 
academic  field,  and  20  new 
vocational-technical  areas  to 
choose  from. 

“In  the  new  program,  there  will 
be  courses  in  everything  from 
anthropology  to  zoology,’’ 
explained  Sorensen.  “A  student 
can  fill  college  group  requirements 
his  first  two  years,  then  transfer 
to  a four-year  institution.” 


SORENSEN,  pointed  out  that 
Utah  Tech  credits  are  now 
transferable  to  all  Utah  four-year 
public  colleges  and  universities, 
including  BYU. 

He  said  the  school  is  now  fully 
accredited  by  the  Northwest 
Association  of  Secondary  and 
Higher  Schools. 

Winter-qtiarter  registration  will 
be  Jan.  4,  with  tuition  set  at  $ 103 
per  quarter.  The  school  has 
financial  aids  and  student  loans 
available.

NEWS  BUREAU  - Botany 
professor  Howard  C.  Stutz  was 
honored  Thursday  (Dec.  14)  by 
the  Brigham  Young  University 
Chapter  of  Sigma  Xi  for  his  work 
in  developing  hardy,  new  plants 
which  can  survive  in  some  of  the 
less  fertile  regions  of  the 
Intermountain  West. 

If  successful,  the  plants  will 
open  up  many  new  cattle  grazing 
areas  in  the  west  and  be  valuable 
in  soil  erosion  control. 

Dr.  Stutz  told  of  his  interesting 
research  in  a public  lecture  at  1 0 
a.m.  Thursday  in  Room  357 
Wilkinson  Center.  The  congenial 
BYU  professor  received  the  Sigma 
Xi  “Research  Paper  of  the 
Month”  award  and  a cash 
honorarium  at  the  meeting. 

The  Sigma  Xi  award  is  made  to 
persons  who  have  contributed 
significantly  to  the  field  of  high 
quality  research  at  BYU, 
according  to  Dr.  Kenneth  L. 


Cannon,  a member  of  the  award 
committee.  Sigma  Xi  is  a national 
honorary  society  with  about 
103,500  members  dedicated  to 
the  promotion  of  scientific 
research,  he  said. 

Dr.  Stutz  has  devoted  more 
than  a decade  of  intensive 
research  to  finding  the  origin  and 
evolution  of  plant  species.  As  he 
has  come  to  an  understanding  of 
how  various  species  develop 
through  mutations,  cross  breeding 
and  cataclysmic  speciation,  he  has 
been  able  to  develop  in  the 
laboratory  special  plants  to  meet 
certain  land  use  needs. 

He  currently  is  working  under  a 
$13,000  U.S.  Forest  Service  grant 
to  develop  new  range  plants.  In 
all,  Dr.  Stutz  has  received  more 
than  $90,000  in  research  funds 
from  various  agencies  to  conduct 
this  work.  The  research  takes  him 
to  many  lands  throughout  the 
world.

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Navajos  get 
ROTC  gifts 

Santa  Claus  to  the  Navajos  this 
year  will  be  a giant  Air  Force 
Reserve  C-l  30  aircraft. 

The  turbo-prop  Hercules  arrived 
at  Hill  AFB  Thursday,  Dec.  7, 
from  Kelly  AFB,  Texas. 

Early  Friday  morning,  the 
aircraft  were  loaded  with  more 
than  2,000  cubic  feet  of  cargo, 
totaling  some  20  tons  of  food, 
clothing  and  other  items  for 
needy  Navajos. 

Whitfield  Transportation  Inc. 
trucks  off-loaded  the  two 
Hercules  aircraft.  Early  Saturday 
morning,  the  trucks  left 
Albuquerque  for  Ft.  Wingate  near 
Gallup,  N.M.  The  goods  were  put 
into  Navajo  Tribal  Warehouses  at 
Ft.  Wingate  for  distribution  to  the 
Indians  during  the  cold  winter 
months  ahead. 

Sponsored  by  the  Utah  Air 
Force  Association  with  local 
efforts  coordinated  by  the  BYU 
Arnold  Air  Society  and  Angel 
Flight  of  AFROTC,  the  project  is 
now  in  its  fifth  straight  year.  This 
year  it  is  being  directed  by 
AFROTC  cadets  A.  Allan  Howard 
and  Steve  Duke. 

The  project  also  is  supported  by 
Utah  defense  industries,  schools, 
civic  clubs,  federal  agencies, 
churches  and  other  organizations. 
More  than  100,000  pounds  were 
delivered  last  year  to  the 
Utah-New  M e xico-Arizona 
reservation. 

On  Dec.  15,  Whitfield  trucks 
will  roll  out  of  Hill  AFB  and 
deliver  more  than  30  tons  of  items 
to  Mexican  Hat,  Utah,  to 
complete  the  project.  The  goods 
will  be  stored  in  tribal  council 
warehouses  and  distributed  to  the 
Indians  on  the  northern  half  of 
the  vast  reservation. 

The  project  will  continue  on 
campus  until  Dec.  12  with  the 
collection  point  at  the  Wells 
ROTC  Building.  The  local 
elementary  and  secondary  schools 
have  helped  Arnold  Air  Society 
and  Angel  Flight  by  contributing 
a great  deal  of  canned  food, 
totaling  almost  100  cases. 

BYU  students  are  encouraged  to 
contribute  at  the  ROTC  Building 
before  5:00  Tuesday.  Questions 
regarding  the  project  should  be 
directed  to  AFROTC  at  extension 
2671. 

800  receive 
spring  grants 

Fifty  per  cent  of  the  continuing 
students  who  applied  for 
spring-term  scholarships  will 
receive  $100  scholarships, 
according  to  Morris  J.  Angell, 
financial  aids  officer. 

He  said  nearly  800  students  out 
of  approximately  1,600  who 
applied  received  a scholarship. 
The  awards,  as  well  as  notification 
of  unsuccessful  applicants,  will  be 
mailed  to  students’  local  addresses 
by  early  next  week,  he  added. 

Angell  noted  the  scholarships 
will  pay  two-thirds  of  the  $150 
tuition  fee  for  spring  term. 

Jan.  20  is  the  deadline  for 
spring  term  scholarship 
applications  for  freshmen, 
returning  students  as  well  as 
students  coming  the  first  time 
winter  semester  or  spring  term. 
Approximately  300  spring  term 
scholarships  will  be  awarded  the 
new  students,  he  said. 

Angell  encouraged  unsuccessful 
scholarship  applicants  to  explore 
the  possibilities  of  student  loans 
for  spring  term,  if  needed. 

“The  financial  aids  office  is 
developing  a program  which  will 
accommodate  loan  recipients 
through  the  tri-mester  calendar, 
he  said.

“A  lot  of  people  won’t  eat 
muskrat,”  says  Mrs.  Basney.  “You 
know  they  think  it’s  dirty  or 
something.  But  it’s  a lot  cleaner 
than  a chicken. 

“A  muskrat  will  peel  a root 
before  he  eats  it  and  wash  even  an 
apple  core  before  he  puts  it  in  his 
mouth.” 

“People  might  eat  more  of  them 
if  they  called  them  marsh  rabbits 
like  they  do  in  some  places,” 
Basney  added. 

When  he’s  not  trapping 
muskrat,  Basney  collects  minnows 
for  bait  dealers  and  leads  ice

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Citizens  complaint 
results  in  road  study 

A Provo  citizen’s  complaint  regarding  difficulties  crossing 
University  Avenue  at  300  North  will  result  in  a study  of  that 
intersection  by  engineers  with  the  State  Highway  Department. 

Edwin  Loveless,  6th  district  engineer  for  the  Highway 
Department,  said  Provo  attorney  Jackson  Howard  submitted  a 
letter  to  the  City  Commission  and  to  the  highway  office 
complaining  that  he  had  recently  spent  IS  minutes  trying  to  cross 
the  road  at  that  intersection. 

The  attorney’s  letter  also  quoted  the  publisher  of  the  Daily 
Herald  as  saying,  “The  only  way  to  cross  University  Avenue  is  to 
he  born  on  the  other  side.” 

Loveless  said  the  Central  Traffic  Division  of  the  Highway 
Department  will  be  called  in  to  study  the  intersection  to 
determine  if  it  warrants  a traffic  light.  He  added  the  traffic 
volume  on  both  streets,  delay  time,  accident  history  and 
pedestrian  traffic  are  all  factors  taken  into  consideration.

Orem  road 
renamed 


The  BYU  Diagonal  might  have  a 
new  name  in  1973.  The  Orem 
City  Council  with  a vote  of  four 
to  one,  has  recommended  the 
road  be  changed  to  Timpanogos 
Boulevard. 

Decision  to  change  the 
Diagonal’s  name  came  about  over 
a long  period  of  discussion 
according  to  Earl  Wengreen,  city 
manager  of  Orem. 

Provo  city  officials  asked  Orem 
for  the  road  to  be  changed  to 
University  Parkway.  Some  time 
ago,  Provo  officials  gave  the  name 
to  the  section  of  the  Diagonal 
running  through  the  city. 

Approved  by  the  Orem  City 
Council,  University  Parkway  was 
submitted  to  the  State  Highway 
Department.  It  was  not  accepted. 

According  to  Blaine  Kay,  state 
highway  engineer,  the  name  could 
be  misleading.  A parkway  is 
described  as  a road  having  open 
space.  Visiting  motorists  would  be 
confused  he  reported  further  in  a 
memorandum  to  Ed  Loveless 
District  Six  engineer  under  whose 
jurisdiction  Orem  falls. 

Three  names  were  suggested  and 
turned  down  by  the  council 
before  a decision  was  reached. 
University  Way,  University  Drive 
and  Orem  Drive  were  submitted  as 
possible  names. 

Opposition  was  expressed  by 
Councilmen  Glen  Zimmerman  and 
E.  Dixon  Larson  to  “any  names 
using  the  word  university.”  They 
remarked,  “The  street  belongs  to 
Orem,  not  to  Provo  and  not  to 
BYU.” 


policeman  who  misunderstood  his 
superior’s  command  fired  the  first 
tear  gas  canister  in  the  clash. 

Guste  told  a news  conference 
his  committee  determined  that 
Denver  A.  Smith  and  Leonard  D. 
Brown  died  of  No.  4 buckshot 
wounds. 

The  panel  narrowed  down  the 
field  to  six  deputies  among  the  55 
deputies  and  30  state  policemen 
involved  in  the  confrontation,  but 
did  not  determine  exactly  who 
fired  the  shot,  or  why,  Guste  said. 

“The  matter  may  involve 
personal  culpability  and  addresses 
itself  more  properly  to  a grand 
jury,”  Guste  said.  “We  have  no 
evidence  as  to  whether  the 
shooting  was  accidental  or 
deliberate,  nor  have  we 
determined  the  identity  of  the 


individual  who  fired  the  fatal 
shot.” 

The  attorney  general’s 
comments  came  as,  he  released  a 
preliminary  report  drafted  by  the 
12-member  commission  of 
inquiry.  All  evidence,  he  said, 
would  be  turned  over,  to  the 
district  attorney  of  East  Baton 
Rouge  Parish.

Many  people  are  concerned  over 
happenings  in  their  past;  either 
they  can’t  forget  certain 
experiences  they  had,  or  they  are 
incapable  of  forgiving  themselves. 

How  does  the  Counseling 
Center  go  about  helping  students? 
Dr.  Robinson  indicated  much 
success  comes  from  carefully 
controlled  group  counseling, 
emphasizing  inter-actiOn  with 
other  people. 

ANOTHER  technique  is  helping 
students  change  their  self-image 
by  helping  them  set  up  goals  and 
guiding  them  toward  the 
accomplishment  of  these  goals, 
helping  them  to  believe  in 
themselves. 

Dr.  Richard  A.  Heaps  of  the 
Counseling  Center  expressed  the 
dual  role  he  thinks  branch 
presidents  and  the  Development 


Center  can  play  in  helping 
students  solve  their  problems. 

“The  branch  president  helps 
with  the  spiritual  side  of  the 
problem,”  he  said.  This  includes 
the  role  of  confession  and 
counseling  a student  with  how  he 
needs  to  change  his  life  to  become 
a happier  person. 

However,  many  times  the 
student  lacks  the  skills  to  actually 
change.  The  Counseling  Center 
offers  .techniques  to  help  students 
change  such  self-defeating 
behavior  as  stealing  and  sexual 
immorality.  In  cases  of 
depression,  it  includes  the  skills  of 
relating  to  other  people,  he 
explained. 

ONE  BRANCH  president  said  in 
his  contact  with  other  branch 
presidents,  “Some  are  skeptical 
about  how  psychological  services 
relate  to  the  doctrines  of  the 
church.” 

However,  Dr.  Heaps  stressed  the 


goal  of  the  campus  counseling 
service,  unlike  other  counseling 
services,  is  “to  operate  from  the 
framework  of  the  Church  and  its 
value  system.” 

Even  though  the  branch 
presidents  and  Counseling  Center 
see  many  instances  of  serious 
problems  which  need  help,  this  is 
not  the  only  role  of  the  personal 
development  center. 


WORKSHOPS  are  available 
through  the  Personal 
Development  Center  which 
teaches  communications  skills, 
weight  loss  and  grooming,  and 
even  relaxation  for  “up-tight” 
types. 

In  addition,  Dr.  Vern  H.  Jensen 
of  the  Personal  Development 
Center  is  in  charge  of  an 
orientation  program  in  which  the 
services  of  the  Counseling  Center 


are  explained  to  stake 
presidencies. 

Dr.  Jensen  emphasized  that 
special  workshops  can  be 
developed  for  groups  wanting 
special  help  in  areas  relating  to 
their  needs. 

Besides  counseling  help  for  the 
brancji  presidents,  leadership 
workshops  are  available  to  train 
housing  supervisors,  branch 
leaders  and  others  in  such  skills  as 
relating  to  others,  communicating, 
and  organizing  time. 

DR.  JENSEN  said  Personal 
Development  Center  personnel  are 
prepared  to  t&ich  these  skills  to 
leaders  in  stakes  and  wards  who 
will  in  turn  be  able  to  direct 
workshops. 

One  branch  president  verbalized 
what  many  others  said  when  he, 
called  successful  counseling  with 
branch  members  as  “one  of  the 
greatest  joys  of  my  life.”
